Professor Tierney reminded his audience 
that he and his party did not claim that 
in the Constitution the people had a Republic 
or a united Ireland.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE POLITICAL LEVY.

In political circles | apr yma there was 
naturally a great deal of gossip concern. 
ing the action of the Cabinet on the Pall. 
tical Levy Bill. Gossip, however, was of 
little use; for, in the absence of a definite 
lead by the Government, few Conservativea 
have any real idea of the situation. It 
now seems certain that Mr. Macquisten’s 
Bill will not receive Government support, 
but whether the Government means to 
introduce a Bill of its own or to hold ay 
inquiry is stil] doubtful, In the circum— 
stances there was a consensus of opinion 
that it will be better to wait and see 
exactly what the Prime Minister will have 
to say when he makes his statement. It 
is said that Mr. Baldwin’s own particular 
view is that an inquiry might 1 — tha 
necessity for a Bill, and that the best of 
the trade union leaders might co-operate 
in such an inquiry. Hope often tells a 
flattering tale, but by this time we ouglit 
to know trade union leaders. Only yester- 
day Mr. Clynes was telling his heareis 
that class war “ was on.” If this is so, 
then the unions will certainly not part 
voluntarily with their productive levy. It 
is the sinews of the class war. 


Disarmament and the Protocol. 


Germany is likely to take an important 
place in diplomatic conversations during 
the coming week; for, apart from the 
death of the President, the report of the 
Versailles Military Committee will be ro. 
ceived by the Allied Governments 
Deyelopments of very great interest may 
arise from this report. It deals fully 
with the questions of German disarma- 
ment and the protocol, or peace pact, and 
these are matters which may open up a 
new phase of post-war politics. The 
Versailles Committee is virtually domi- 
nated by Marshal Foch, and it is most 
unlikely that he will mitigate matters in 
any way. If the Germans have defaulted, 
he will say so, and in language which will 
bear no other interpretation. It is quite 
possible that the report may hasten the 
visit which Mr. Chamberlain is to make 
to M. Herriot on his way to Geneva. 


The Ba kruptey Lawes. 


The Government has decided to intro- 
duce legislation on the lines of the redom- 
mendations of the Committee which 
recently reportel on the need for the 
amendment of the bankruptcy laws, and 
the President of the Board of Trade has 
taken steps for the drafting of a Bill. 
Particular attention is to be paid to the 
question of the alien bankrupt, thongh it 
will be a difficult matter to counter tha 
elusive methods of the foreign types who 
figure largely in the bankruptcy lists. 
The problem of the alien bankrupt is by 
no means a new one. Nearly twenty rears 
ago the matter reached some prominence. 
Only those who have attended at Carey 
street can have any idea as to the number 
of foreigners who pass through the Bank- 
ruptcy Court. They are able to hi their 
identity, in trade by altering their 
patronymic and anglicising their Christian 
names, but they are less successful in 
bringing their personal appearance into 
line with their adopted names. There is 
a ‘‘somethingski’’ about most of them 
which they are unable to conceal. 


Ex-Service Men. 


Quite a large proportion of members of 
the House of Commons are interested in 
ex-Service men—probably larger than in 
any previous Parliament. Major Cohen 
and Sir Edward Grigg, who are the 
leaders of the party formed by these 
members, are preparing a memorial which 
is to be submitted to the Prime Minister, 
recommending that a Commission shall be 
appointed to inquire and report upon the 
condition of ex-Service disabled men and 
the administration of final awards by the 
Minister of Pensions. Considerable feel- 
ing has been shown of late in the House of 
Commons concerning this question, and 
the efforts now to be made will, it is hoped, 
bring about a change of heart in the 
Pensions Ministry. 


St. Patrick's Night. 


The British Broadcasting Company is 
to mark St. Patrick's Night by sendin: 
out a special programme of Irish music 
from 2L0. ‘Several well-known Irish enter- 
tainers will previde the performance. 


The Football Cap Final. 


The lesson of the Football Cup final of 
two years ago, when the barriers of the 
Wembley Stadium were broken down and 
thousands of people poured in without 
payment, has not been lost on the 
authorities: and for the match to be 
played in April the same procedure as 
last year wil] be followed. Admission wil! 
be by ticket only and all the cheaper seats 
have already been sold. There are, bon 
ever, a few of the dearer seats left, though 
they are nearly exhausted, but tickets a. 
mitting to the standing space are still 
available. More money has probably been 
taken at the Cup matches this year than 
in any previous year; for not only have 
the attendances been unusually large, but 
the number of replayed ties has been 
above the normal. 


The Turkish Air Force. 


A society has been formed at Angora 
having for its object the strengthening ©! 
the Turkish Air Force. A number of 
members of the Turkish Assembly .have 
assisted in the formation of the society, 
and, in order to carry out its ideas, 4 
motion has been introduced providing 
that the deputies shall set an example | 
raising a fund to present an aeroplane 
to the army. Since it is announced that 
£15 will be retained for this purpose from 
the Parliamentary salary of every deputy. 
it would appear that it is, in effect, 4 
compulsory levy. In order to avoid pay 
ing it a deputy will be required to fill a 
form scmewhat similar to that in use for 
trade unionists who desire to be relieve! 
from the contributions to the political 
funds of the Socialists. 


A Cruel Trade. 


The conditions under which worn-out 
horses are exported to the Continent are 
to be the subject of a departmental inquiry 
appointed by the Minister of Agriculture. 
In 1921 new regulations were put into 
force providing that all horses, before ex 
portation, should be certified as fit to 
work and to travel, by A veterinary 
surgeon at the port of embarkation. This, 
however, has not been apparently 4 
sufficient check upon the trade, and it 3s 
in response to urgent representations that 
the new inquiry is being instituted. Most 
of the old horses co to Rotterdam or 
Amsterdam, but there are half.-a doren 
ports in this country from which they are 
shipped, and the same procedure with 
regard to veterinary inspection may not 
be followed at all ports.
